Hongkong has many critics, 
and not a few of them are 
prone to regard the Colony , 
as being both unnecessary | 
and politically embarrass- 
ing. Hut Chey do not pause | 
to conaider the important 
function it) has willingly 
undertaken lo provide, at 
its own expense, sanctuary 
for a multitude of Chinese ; 
whose dislike and fear of: 
Communism has driven them 
from their own country, 


In an unobtrusive, but prac- 
theal way, Hongkong is 
fighting international Com- 
munism far more effectively 
thun those who confine 
themselves to verbally ex- 
pressing thelr hatred of the 
system, The hundreds of 
thousands of Chinese who 
have thronged to Hongkong 
from the hinterland not 
unly enjoy political asylum, 
but are, as far os is 
humanly possible, ecopomi- 
cully protected, And the 
cost is reflected in the 
Colony'’y annual budget. 


Ro Hambro clearly recog- 
nises that the community 
is shouldering an Unfair 
burden, and he advances 
the view that the problem 
of refugees in Hongkong 
should be of International 
concern and responsibility. 
He has two main sugges- 
tions to offer: the establish- 
ment, on a voluntary basis, 
of a refugee employment 
exchange, and the creation 
of a special refugee fund, 
Naturally Hongkong would: 
welcome the adoption of, 
there proposals cby ther 
United Nations, j 


One of the biggest headnehes 
caused by the presence of 
vast numbers of refugees is 
their ubsorption into a 
limited employment murket, 
It is remarkable to whatt 
extent that problem hia 
been resolved, yet it is 
obvious that Ifongkonse 
cannot provide full employ- 
ment fur ul) its refugees, 
and any assistance by an 
international «organisation 
in this direction deserves 
our appreciation, 


pre United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
now has before him nt 
workmanlike and authorita- 
tive report, Moreover the 
facts and figures which it 
contains havo been reached 
by independent, o8 well as 
careful research. Hongkony 
itself has cause to be grate- 
ful to Dr Hambro and his 
colleagues for their 
illuminating revelations 
concerning our refugee 
population. And the recom- 
mendations made are 
reasonable, and so far as 
one can: estimata,. practic- 
able.

“This crime is a cowardly type of crime, too 
common in Hongkong, where a number of men get
